PREFACE. 


The  collection  herewith  catalogued  is  comparatively  unknown,  the 
former  owner  for  several  years  previous  to  his  death,  which  occurred 
but  recently,  having  purchased  his  coins  entirely  through  me.  The 
large  number  of  rarities  and  choice  pieces  makes  special  mention  of 
any  scarcely  necessary,  byt  a few  deserve  it  more  than  others,  and 
collectors  will  note  the  unusually  handsome  line  of  Foreign  Coppers, 
including  the  rare  Siberian  pieces  ; the  choice  U.  S.  Gold  including 

the  rare  1796  Quarter  Eagle  with  stars ~ the  rare  dollars  of  1794,  1839,

1852  and  1858,  half  dollars  of  1796,  1797,  one  of  the  latter  a very 
desirable  piece ; the  choice  line  of  Cents  including  handsome  1793’s 
and  uncirculated  specimens  of  1795,  thick  and  thin — the  1795  let- 
tered edge  variety,  probably  the  finest  known;  1796  Fillet  Head 
and  Liberty  Cap,  1797,  1798,  etc.  ; also,  a pair  of  beautiful  i82i’s. 
Rare  half  cents  including  1796,  1831,  1836,  1841,  1846,  1847,  1848  and 
1852  ; rare  Colonials  including  Lord  Baltimore  Shilling,  Myddleton 
Token,  Liber  Natus  Libertatem  Defendo  ; rare  patterns  including  the 
extremely  rare  gold  patterns  of  1878.  The  collection  is  also  rich  in- 
Foreign  Gold,  rare  proof  PTreign  silver,  including  some  very  rare 
Oriental,  with  set  of  the  Siamese  bullet  money,  cap-shaped  money  of 
Anam,  scarce  Siege  Coins,  War  Medals,  Masonic  Medals,  and  rare 
Ancient  silver  and  bronze.  Also,  a beautiful  lot  of  the  “Wild  Man” 
coinage  of  Brunswick  and  Luneberg.  For  a more  extended  enumera- 
tion a very  careful  examination  of  catalogue  is  recommended,  as  it 
abounds  in  rarities  by  the  hundreds.
